The 292'er is published monthly by Tom and Mary Moore, KL7Q and KL7P, through 
the cooperation and assistance of the Alaska Division of Emergency Services 
(ADES) as an informative service for the HAMs of Alaska and the Pacific North 
west who support the Alaska Civil Preparedness Net on 14292 KHz and the Alaska 
State Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service (RACES). 


As most of you have noticed, my presence on the net has been conspicuous 
by my absence.

This bizarre radio signal actually sounds 
like a woodpecker tapping on a barn wall, or 
perhaps a tath being pulled across a picket 
fence. It ranges up and down the shortwaves, 
dodging possible efforts to jam It and tearing 
up the air to infuriate those who must contend 
with the interference. Some of the amateurs 
wondered why their brether, Sen. Barry Gold. 
water, K7UGA, a past president of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Association, didn’t raise the 
woodpecksr issue during SALT II negetivtions 
as ancther example of Soviet lack of respect 
for internettonal agreements — this time the 
one which prevents chaos on the airwaves. The 
woodpecker may not rank with combat troops 
in Cuba as on e, bul It causes a Jot of an- 
noyance. a

At one stage the 
amateurs were assigned the wavelengths be- 
low 200 meiers on the supposition these were 
worthless. This belief was shattered when the 
hams began mcking contacts all over the 
world. The need for sorting out signals and 
Separating them arose from safety require- 
ments on the sea and later in the alr. The 


problem was recognized at the International | 


Radiotelegraphy Convention at Washington in 
1827. At Madrid in 1932 the International Tele- 
communications Union was created by merg- 
ing the olf telegraph union with the 1927 con- | 
vention. ‘, 

Worldwide use of the radio spectrum was 
agreed upon then and at later conferences in; 
Cairo in 1938, Atlantic City in 1947, and the last ; 
one in Geneva in 1959. (Many of the radio 
hams were pessimistic as to how they would 
fare in 1938 and were heard saying, “Cameras 
after Caire.") s 

Roy Vincent says the Russians hang (>elr ar- 
gumer! oa behalf of the woodpecker on a fine- 
print [cotnote in the ITU rules which says each 
Signatory reserves th rizht to use the spec- 
trum as it wishes within Its own boundaries.
